Even county residents show a ] 
slight perferenco for Eastern 
Standard Time. Persons living 
in the county and outside the 
city limits of Hazard gave E.S T. 
54 votes to 40 for C.S.T. 

City voters were unquestion- 
ably for the extra hour of day- 
light at the end of the regular 
day. Here in Hazard, 82 persons 
went on record for E.S.T while 
33 selected slow time. 

Six persons wrote in the mar- 
gin that they were, to quote 
one, “for one time — all the 
time.” 

| This voter added that he hop- 
led the city wouldn’t got on fast | 
time this year, and leave the 
county on slow time, as hap- 
pened last year. 

Last summer, the city went on 
Daylight Savings Time while the 
County remained on Central 
Standard Time. The last session 
of the legislature outlawed 
“Daylight Savings Time” in Ken- 
tucky, providing as the penalty 



the with-holding of State aid 
to cities and counties who make 
use of daylight time 
The law is being contested 
in Kentucky courts by several 
groups throughout the State. 

Another voter in the Herald 
poll selected slow time, noting 
that fast time works a handicap 
on local business and encour- 
ages “mail-order" business for 
the large retail chain stores. 

Several other persons in favor 
of slow time cited “sleep” as 
their main reason for maintain- j 
ing the status quo.

A Modernization requires a 
foundation of sound financing

each year, or $525 million in 3

One rule of thumb In figuring

Other fertilizer may be broad- 
cast. some being left excess. 

If treating soil against Insects, 
keep the fertilizer insecticide 
material away from the seed 
corn.
